Nine Hundred Fell Defendiiiif 
Ladysmith. 


HELD AT GREAT COST. 


Press Criticisms 
Directed 
.\gaiiist 
the Ceusorship. Which Is Most 
Rigorous. 


L o n d o n , Jan. 12.—The Daily 
Mail says : 
“ VV e learn that in the 
attack on Ladysmith last Saturday, 
January 6, the British losses were 
fourteen 
officers, 
thirty-four 
^wounded and over 800 non-com­ 
missioned officers and men were 
killed or wounded. 
“ The Boer losses, we hear, are 
estimated at between 2,000 and 
3,000.” 
The newspapers were reconciled, 
during the early days of the war, 
to cable censorship, taking it for 
granted that full narratives sent by 
mail would supply all deficiencies. 
For some weeks, however, even 
the mail correspondence that has 
arrived in London has 
shown 
signs of habitual scissoring by the 
censor. Pages are renumbered w ith­ 
out chronological or logical con­ 
nection leaving the happenings de­ 
scribed 
quite 
unintelligible in 
many cases. 
The editors, 
act­ 
ing possibly in concert, are laying 
these facts before the public and 
insisting that they be permitted to 
know and to print the facts. 
The Daily Mail formally accuses 
the war office of “ doctoring” in 
editing official dispatches before 
their issuance,and cites particulars. 
The Daily Chronicle avers that 
there seems to be an official con­ 
spiracy against letting the truth be 
known. 
Although the number of deaths 
from dysentery and enteric fever 
aPLadysmith have been published 
by the war office since Saturday’s 
fight, nothing has been given out 
regarding the losses in the engage­ 
ment. 
The war office asserts that 
it has nothing to give out. 
Armchair critics, who, in the 
absence of reportorial or official de­ 
scriptions from the seat of war, 
pour forth pages of conjecture and 
opinion, conclude that not much is 
to be expected of the British hosts 
in South Africa until Lord R ob ­ 
erts shall have had plenty of time 
to think and fresh levies shall have 
arrived. 
Time is working now 
for the Boers. 
Each day makes 
more difficult the three beleaguered 
positions.

Democrat, 
and then shoved up 
prices 100 per cent, the American 
Steel 
and W ire company now 
makes a merit of advancing wages 
^ beggarly 7^ per cent as a tribute 
to McKinley prosperity; and all 
the dupes of Dingleyism point to 
the fact as a supreme and final vin­ 
dication of their tariff fetich. 


I n d i g n a n t citizens of St, Louis 
held a mass meeting yesterday to 
protest against' the jobbery that 
has been practiced by city officials, 
and the meeting adjourned to meet 
today at the city hall to read the 
riot act to corrupt members of the 
house of delegates. 
Chicago had 
a similar experience some months 
ago and the citizens threatened to 
invade the council chamber with 
ropes ready for business. 


T h e Business M en’s club pro­ 
poses to do its utmost to advertise 
Sedalia-made goods, 
but the Se­ 
dalia manufacturers must be up 
and doing if this help is to count 
for anything. 
The Sedalia m anu­ 
facturer should advertise his ow n 
goods and tell the public where 
such goods can be found on sale. 
W ith the manufacturer and the 
Business M en’s club both pushing 
in the same direction, a strong pub­ 
lic sentiment for home made goods 
will be created. 


T h e Industrial commission will 
recommend that a tax be levied 
against 
the capital invested in 
trusts. 
But trusts are illegal, and 
to tax a crime is to legalize it. The 
Louisiana lottery was willing to be 
taxed. 
A ny 
form 
of gambling 
would be willing to pay a tax, 
for when the tax is paid it would 
have a license to do business. 
If 
trusts are against 
public policy 
they should be suppressed or the 
government should go out of busi- 
ness. 


T h e r e is considerable force in 
Mr. Kruger’s argument against the 
British policy of declaring pro­ 
visions contraband of war and thus 
cutting off the food supply of the 
Transvaal, says the Chicago Chron­ 
icle. 
“ If you stop our provisions, ’ ’ 
says the Boer president, “ we shall 
be obliged to feed our British pris­ 
oners on corn soup, because noth­ 
ing else will be available.” 
It 
sounds a little cruel, but in reality 
it is a mere statement of fact. 
If 
the Boers have no provisions they 
can’t feed their prisoners—or at 
least they can feed them only such 
food as is available, which in this 
case happen® to be corn. 
The 


British prisoners would have to 
take pot luck with their captors 
until an exchange could be effected 
— an event which might be a good 
way off considering the small num ­ 
ber of Boer captives held by the 
British, 
The predicament is an 
aw kw ard one for Mr. Chamber- 
lain. 
Will he take the risk of 
starving his own men at the Pre­ 
toria race track? 


W 
h i l e war rages and the ports 
are blockaded in the Philippine 
islands, 
says 
the 
Phiiadelphia 
Times, the cordage trusts has a 
cinch on the rope and twine mar­ 
ket. 
This has raised an outcry 
from all consumers and especially 
from the farmers who use binder 
twine, 
and the 
government at 
W ashington is 
being urged to 
raise the blockade of the Philip­ 
pine ports at which hemp is ex­ 
ported in considerable quantities. 
This demand is a reasonable one. 


B e t w e e n the wheelmen and the 
farmers, says the Cleveland Lead­ 
er, it ought to be possible to make 
the question of national highway 
improvements a very live issue. 
Plenty of subjects which are petty 
and absurd by contrast have won 
much attention in congress. 
It is 
time that the improvement of pub­ 
lic highways had its share of the 
interest centered upon queer canal 
schemes and the improvement of 
dubious little rivers which can 
never have any commerce worthy 
of the name. 


A l m o s t every aspiring politician 
has a remedy for trusts that gener­ 
ally involves a long and costly 
course of legal proceedings. 
P ut­ 
ting trust articles on the free list, 
says the Pittsburg Post,* is short, 
sharp and 
decisive. 
It doesn’t 
fool away any time. 
It accords 
with the principles of some of the 
best men of the republican party. 
John Sherman said long ago that 
trusts should be deprived of every 
scrap of protection. 
Do that and 
we will be in a fair way of termi­ 
nating the regime of the trusts and 
reforming the worst abuses of trust 
and monopoly protection. 


T h e friends of Mayor Overstreet 
will regret his determination to re­ 
tire from office at the expiration of 
the present term. 
He has won the 
respect and confidence of the citi­ 
zens and taxpayers of all parties, 
has given the city a clean, honest 
administration and has done his 
duty fairly and impartially. 
But 
as a professional man he found that 
too much of his time was required 
in attending to city business. This 
action of Dr. Overstreet calls at­ 
tention to the need of a change in 
our plan of municipal government. 
A man competent to serve as 
mayor of Sedalia is worth more 
than fifty dollars a month, and any 
man who takes the office at the 
present salary and performs the du­ 
ties must do so at a personal sac­ 
rifice.

FEDERATION CRITICISED. 


Gen. Clark Discusses Those Militia 
Commissions. 


In discussing 
the 
resolutions 
presented at the meeting of the 
State Federation of Labor by Mr. 
Bradley, condemning the governor 
for issuing commissions to Col. 
Fleming and Lieut. Col. Lecht- 
man, of the Third regiment, be­ 
cause 
they employed 
non-union 
men 
in iheir printing establish­ 
ment, Gen. II. C. Clark, of Butler, 
prosecuting attorney of Bates coun­ 
ty and commanding of the N a ­ 
tional Guard of the state, said to a 
St. Louis Republic reporter last 
n ig h t: 
“ This attack on the governor is 
unjust, unwarranted and absolutely 
without the shadow of justification. 
Officers in the National Guard are 
not appointed by the governor, but 
are elected, and he commissions 
them when properly certified to 
him exactly as he commissions a

Then

arose, 
armed with clubs and corn knives, 
and ordered the teacher to let their 
comrade 
alone. 
He 
obeyed 
the 
command like a soldier, and called 
up the first class in mental arith­ 
metic. 
The parents of the boys asked 
Supt. Thompson to revoke Knapp' s 
certificate, on the ground of cruel­ 
ty, but after hearing both sides of

fused to interfere.

The last will of Col. Charles E. 
Musick, formerly of Hughesville, 
but later of Kirk wood, who drop­ 
ped dead in the Commercial build­ 
ing, St. Louis, last Thursday after­ 
noon, 
was filed in the St. Louis 
county probate court yesterday by 
his 
son, 
E dw in 
Musick. 
The 
Globe-Democrat of today says : 
The document was neatly w rit­ 
ten in the handw riting of the de­ 
ceased, but bore no date. 
It was 
signed, but was not attested by a 
single witness, and for this reason 
Judge W urdem an would not ad­ 
mit the instrument. 
Mr. E dw in 
Musick stated that his father had 
written the will very recently, and 
doubtless intended 
to 
have it 
witnessed, but had failed to do so. 
Several attorneys who read the in­ 
strument stated that it w^as almost 
faultless, as a legal document, and 
showed that the deceased was well 
versed in legal methods. 
I t was evidently the purpose of 
Mr. Musick to provide in a liberal 
manner for his aged brother, W il­ 
liam Musick, 
to 
whom he be­ 
queathed _$i,ooo, his two sisters, 
Mrs. Julia A nn Montgomery aod 
Mrs. Cornelia Henderson, to whom 
Tie bequeaths $500 each, and his 
grandson, E dw in Musick, jr., to 
whom he bequeathed a legacy of 
$5,000, to be placed in gome repu­ 
table trust company for investment 
for his benefit, until he reaches the 
years of maturity, appointing his 
son, E dw in, the boy’s father, as 
his guardian, and giving him the 
power to use part of the fund for 
his proper education, and also en­ 
joining him to care for his uncle, 
and see that he should not suffer in 
his old age. 
The will also provides that the 
residue of his estate, including 
moneys, stocks, notes, three poli­ 
cies in the Mutual Benefit Co., of 
N ew ark, N. J ., and one policy in 
the Merchc%nts’ Exchange Mutual 
Benefit society, of St. Louis, shall 
be divided equally between his 
son, 
E dw in 
Musick, 
and 
his 
daughter, Daisy. The latter being 
an invalid, he appoints Thos. H. 
Benton to act as the latter’s trus­ 
tee and manage her estate. 
By 
the terms of the rejected will, he 
also makes bis son, Edwin Musick, 
and Thos. H. Benton joint execu­ 
tors of his own estate, 
without 
bond. 
The failure of the décédant to 
have his will properly attested ren­ 
ders the document null and void, 
and leaves his estate in the same 
condition as if be had never in­ 
tended to make a will, according 
to 
the 
construction 
of 
Judge 
W urdem an. 
Under the laws of 
Missouri, his son, Edw in, and his 
daughter, Daisy, are the sole heirs 
and distributees of their father’s 
estate, and letters of administra­ 
tion will be issued to Edw in Mu­ 
sick, he, under the circumstances, 
being entitled to administer, but 
will be required to give bond in 
the sum of $10,000, 
as required
